New Law Is Said to Prohibit Dehorn­ 
ing Cattle. 
Indianapolis, 
April 
27.— Inquiries 
coming to the state house from inves­ 
tigating farmers have revealed what 
seems to be a prohibition in the pub­ 
lic offenses bill passed by the last leg­ 
islature, of the dehorning of cattle. 
The section in question, No. 5S4 on 
page 723 of the primed acts, relates 
to cruelty to animal*, and adds, after 
an enum eration c-f certain acts that 
are to be classed as cruel, a clause 
prohibiting any owner m utilation any 
animal or depriving it “of any natural 
m eans of defense or protection.” This 
clause, according to prominent atto r­ 
neys of the city, could refer only to 
the dehorning of rattle, and 
m ust 
have been put in the act for this par­ 
ticular purpose, 
It is contended by 
them that the horns are certainly a 
“natural means of defense or protec­ 
tion.” 
At the office of the attorney 
general it is admitted th at such a 
construction might be put tin tho sec­ 
tion.
